The su bu rbs hav e the lo west 
scho o l dro p o u t rate, ll.i p er 
cent, and ru ral farm areas are 
nex t highest with a rate o f 14.3 
p er cent. 
The lev el o f edu catio nal 
achiev ement is no t the o nly de­ 
v elo p ment area o f y o u ng p er­ 
so ns, bu t it is an imp o rtant o ne. 
Hie largest p ercentage by 
age o f indiv idu als who are 
stu dents is 97.3 and is tho se 
between 7 and 13 y ears, and 
fo llo wing clo sely are the 14- 
and 15-y ear-o lds, o f who m 
95.9 are enro lled in scho o l. 
Natio nally this dro p s o ff to 
89 .3 p er cent fo r 16- and 17-y ear- 
o lds. 
By the time y o u ng p eo p le are 
18 and 19, many hav e been 
gradu ated fro m high scho o l bu t 
56 .6 p er cent are still in scho o l. 
Mo v ing u p to 20 to 24 y ears o f 
age, tho se who are wo rking fo r 
co llege degrees, bo th bache­ 
lo r’s and highers, are in scho o l 
and the stu dy finds 21.3 p er cent 
enro lled. 
It ap p ears slightly mo re 
than half o f high scho o l 
gradu ates enro ll fo r so me 
p o st-high scho o l stu dies, and 
the mo st dram atic thing 
abo u t this is that abo u t 30 
y ears ago , in 1940, o nly 28.9 
p er cent o f 18- and 19 -y ear- 
o lds were in scho o l. 
It might be ex p ected that the 
nu mber o f 20- to 24-y ear-o ld stu ­ 
dents has increased mo re than 
the 18-to -19 age gro u p , bu t this 
is no t so . 
Qu ite an increase has been 
ex p erienced du ring the 30-y ear 
p erio d, fro m 6 .6 p er cent to 21.3 
p er cent, a hike o f 14.7 p er cent: 
Ho wev er, the increase o f the 
18-to -19 age stu dents since 1940 
has been 27.7 p er cent. 
Backing u p to the nex t age 


catego ry , 16 to 17, 68.7 p er 
cent were enro lled in scho o l 
in 1940 and 30 y ears later this 
had increased to 89 .3 p er 
cent, a gain o f 20.6 p er cent. 
The trend is clear that stu ­ 
dents are stay ing in scho o l 
lo nger after age 16, when in 
mo st states it is no lo nger co m­ 
p u lso ry to go to scho o l. 
Go ing back to 1910 fo r the 16- 
to -17 age gro u p , 43.1 p er cent o f 
them were enro lled in scho o l. 
The increase in the 30 y ears be­ 
tween 1910 and 1940 fo r this 
gro u p was 25.6 p er cent, which 
is a larger hike fo r the 30-y ear 
p erio d than ex p erienced by any 
gro u p fro m 16 to 24 y ears o f 
age. 
The age gro u p o f 7-to -13 
y ears has sho wn the least 
change o v er the 60 y ears 
since 1910. Then 86.1 p er cent 
were in scho o l, and in 1970 
97.3 p er cent were enro lled, 
and mo st o f that change o c­ 
cu rred befo re 19 40. The 
change since 1940 has been 
mino r, fro m 95 p er cent to 
97.3 p er cent. 
Fo rmal scho o ling fo r areas 
we are familiar with starts at 
age 5, with kindergarten. 
The Censu s Bu reau rep o rts 
that, natio nally , o nly 72.4 p er 
cent o f 4- and 6 -y ear-o ld chil­ 
dren are in scho o l, and this is 
do u ble the p ercentage in 1910, 
which was 34.6. 
Underlining so mething we 
are v ery mu ch aware o f, 
these figu res 
sho w the 
American belief that mo re 
edu catio n is req u ired fo r each 
new generatio n. 
Mo re children are starting 
scho o l at an earlier age and 
mo re are co ntinu ing their edu ­ 
catio n fo r mo re y ears than in 
time go ne by . 
It has lo ng been a bit o f co n­ 
v entio nal wisdo m that a mini- 
lYHfnr edu catio n fo r any p erso n 
is a high scho o l dip lo ma. 
The statistics we hav e been 
rev iewing p o int to the fact 
this minimu m sho u ld be 
raised to two y ears p o st-high- 
scho o l stu dy . 
There is little do u bt we are 
mo v ing to a time when a co llege 
degree will be as essential fo r a 
minimu m edu catio n as a high 
scho o l dip lo ma is to day .

Fo r the past co uple o f decades, 
the wo rld’s weather has been do mi­ 
nated by a co o ling trend. 
Whether this is just the latest in a 
series o f co o ling-warming cy cles 
kno wn to hav e o ccurred in the past 
5 ,000 y ears, no o ne can say . Scien­ 
tists do kno w, ho wev er, that we 
stand between two ice ages— the 
last o ne and the nex t o ne, and clo ser 
to the nex t o ne than the last o ne. 
The questio n is, ho w clo se? 
A scientific co nference held ear­ 
lier this y ear at Bro wn Univ ersity o n 
the subject, “ The Present Intergla­ 
cial, Ho w and When Will It End? ’’ 
arriv ed at a few majo r co nclusio ns. 
1) The glo bal env iro nment o f the 
last sev eral tho usand y ears is an ex ­ 
ceptio n to the rule that has ex isted 
during mo st o f the past millio n 
y ears. The natural end o f the present 
warm interglacial perio d “ is un­ 
do ubtedly near when co nsidered o n 
a geo lo gical time scale.” 


2) Manmade po llutio n seems to 
hav e had no thing to do with either 
the warming trend o f the first half o f 
this century o r the present co o ling 
trend. 


3) Arriv al o f the nex t ice age may 
be tho usands o f y ears away , o r it 
co uld arriv e quite rapidly , within a 
matter o f centuries. It is thus a 
“ first-o rder env iro nmental hazard” 
which must be understo o d well in 
adv ance. We hav e already begun to 
unrav el all the co mplex facto rs that 
are inv o lv ed in the earth's warming 
and co o ling cy cles. 


Admittedly , ev en the mo st pe&i- 
mistic fo recast giv es mankind a few 
centuries to prepare. It’s no t so me­ 
thing demanding a rewriting o f the 
1972 po litical campaign platfo rms. 
Do n’t thro w o ut y o ur suntan lo tio n. 
But the iceman co meth, with a 
v engeance, and when he do es civ ili­ 
zatio n may go eth.

Under a new co ntract signed be­ 
tween the New Yo rk City Bo ard o f 
Educatio n and the 7 0,000-member 
United Federatio n o f Teachers, a 
salary schedule fo r classro o m 
teachers in the city ’s public scho o ls 
will range fro m $9,5 00 to the to p o f 
$18 ,100 this y ear.

All but o ne o f the ro bberies to o k 


place in fro nt o f a class. So metimes 
the life o f the teacher was menaced 
by knife o r gun o r simulated gun. 
So metimes, v io lence was threatened 
against the children in the class­ 
ro o m. 


In no ne o f the cases were the per- 
pretrato rs, many o f them y o uths 
fro m o ther scho o ls, o r dro p-o uts, ap­ 
prehended o r arrested. 
Ev en fo r New Yo rk this is an un­ 
precedented pheno meno n. So far, no 
o ne has co me up with either an ex ­ 
planatio n fo r it o r a so lutio n to it, be­ 
y o nd the lo cking o f all scho o l and 
classro o m do o rs at all times and the 
hiring o f mo re guards. 


The grav ity o f the situatio n is un­ 
dersco red by the fact that at a meet­ 
ing between teachers and principal 
at o ne scho o l, so me teachers actual­ 
ly demanded that the peo ple co m­ 
mitting the crimes be caught and 
punished.

I’v e written o f this befo re, but I 
must hav e o ne mo re go at it. The 
lack surely is no t y et so bro ad and 
deep as to make o ne despo ndent fo r 
the future o f the co untry .

disheartening.

pressio ns gathered are inev itably 
scattered and fragmentary , but no 
less stro ng fo r all o f that. 
Many New Yo rk City peo ple 
to day are v irtually o bsessed with the 
pro blem o f their phy sical security , 
by day no w as well as night. An 
o bserv er just back fro m there to ld 
me

fo und 
his 
friends 
and 
acquaintances talking little else — 
ev en at the height o f business ho urs. 
On my no w infrequent v isits to 
do wnto wn Washingto n at night, I am 
alway s freshly sho cked at its emp­ 
tiness. This place nev er was a 
bustling cultural capital aliv e with 
thro ngs until past midnight. But 
no waday s its center is nearly dead. 
As I hav e no ted befo re, to uring 
amo ng the natio n’s o lder established 
cities, mo stly tho se in the eastern 
tier, it is a distressing ex perience. 
Vast areas seem in the grip o f decay , 
almo st bey o nd recall. Shining new 
sky scrapers v isible clo se by seem 
like fantasies painted o n glass. 
The newer gro wing cities o f the 
west and the Pacific slo pe are, to be 
sure, less afflicted. One pro minent 
senato r to ld me the o ther day no w 
refreshed he was after v isiting so me 


who se do minant mo o d was still an 
o pen cheerfulness. 
It is hard to find the right wo rds 
to describe the do wnbeat mo o d 
v isible in the attitude and per­ 
fo rmance o f so many Americans. 
There is a terrible lack o f caring 
amo ng many in this so ciety . It has 
been gro wing fo r y ears and y ears. 
Co untless amo ng o ur mo unting 
numbers do no t appear to care 
whether they do well o r behav e well. 
In tho usands o f little way s, reflected 
o ften in bo th majo r slights and 
mino r disco urtesies, they sho w an 
absence o f co ncern fo r o ther 
humans. 


So me, sadly , may clo ak this 
emptiness with grandstand display s 
o f passio n fo r “ humanity ” at a 
distance, o r in the abstract. A man 
may fret impressiv ely o v er the 
plight o f disadv antaged grape- 
pickers in 
Califo rnia, 
but think 
no thing o f dro wning his neighbo rs in 
the so und o f a gro ssly amplified 
electric guitar po uring fro m an o pen 
windo w. 
As there is to o o ften less caring 
fro m indiv idual to indiv idual, so is 
there fro m gro up to gro up. I hav e 
mentio ned this befo re. No o ne has 
put it better than did Garry Willis, 
the co lumnist, when he spo ke o f the 
b ro k en bo nds o f “ so cial affectio n.”

Charles Yo st, fo rmer United 
States ambassado r to the United Na­ 
tio ns, held the highest rank in o ur 
Fo reign Serv ice when he retired in 
1971. His v iews reflect the prev ailing 
tho ught o f the State Department. 
And his bo o k, to be published nex t 
mo nth, ex plains to a certain degree 
why so many peo ple at ho me and 
abro ad lo o k with suspicio n o n the 
State Department. Fo r “ Co nduct 
and Misco nduct in Fo reign Affairs” 
(Rando m Ho use) is as so ur a lo o k at 
America as y o u are likely to find 
o utside the New Left. 
Fo r ex ample, Yo st takes o ut after 
tho se in this co untry who wo uld re­ 
duce fo reign aid. “ While spending 
$8 8 0 millio n a y ear o n co smetics and 
$80 billio n a y ear o n liquo r and auto ­ 
mo biles, we no w talk o f placing the 
rest o f the wo rld o n an austerity 
budget,” he writes. 
Implicit in that statement is the 
belief that (1) ho w Americans spend 
their priv ately earned mo ney is the 
wo rld’s business, and that (2) the so - 
called hav e-no ts bey o nd o ur bo rder 
hav e so me claim o n the American 
tax do llar. Fo reign aid, therefo re, 
beco mes a stern duty , and the big 
“ Gimme” a perpetual respo nsibili­ 
ty . That the American tax pay er, 
thro ugh the Treasury , has shelled 
o ut hundreds o f billio ns o f do llars— 
much o f it go ing do wn internatio nal 
ratho les—seems to hav e escaped 
Yo st’s attentio n. That so me o f the 
“ dev elo ping” natio ns just do n’t de­ 
v elo p is so meho w o ur fault. 
The arms race is also o ur fault. 
“ Whatev er the purpo se o f the hrma- 
ment o f the superpo wers may be 
tho ught o r claimed to be, it is in fact 
no lo nger a shield pro tecting their 
peo ple but itself the mo st serio us 
threat to their surv iv al . . . ” say s 
Yo st. “ When Co ngress v o tes funds 
fo r a submarine, it v o tes no t fo r o ne 
but fo r two , an American and a So v i­ 
et.” One gets the idea that in his 
day s with the State Department, 
Yo st nev er read a newspaper. 
Yet the reco rd is v ery clear. Af­ 
ter Wo rld War II, the United States 
demo bilized and disarmed as rapid­ 
ly as it co uld. The So v iet Unio n 
maintained her tremendo us armed 
fo rces and embarked o n a tremen­ 
do us pro gram o f beefing up its ar­ 
maments. To day , the So v iet Unio n is 
stro nger than the United States in 
almo st ev ery military field. When 
Co ngress v o tes funds fo r military 
hardware, it is do ing so in an at­ 
tempt to prev ent the Kremlin fro m 


being so po werful that it do minates 
the wo rld. 
But the State Department mind, 
as ex emplified by Yo st, wo uld hav e 
us surrender all o ur fo reign po licy 
prero gativ es to the United Natio ns, 
who se Charter we hav e “ repeated­ 
ly —o ne might say almo st co nsist­ 
ently -v io lated.” Asto nishingly , he 
cites Ko rea as a v io latio n o f the U.N. 
Charter and a step to wards general 
war ev en tho ugh it was the U.N. 
General Asembly which v o ted .fo r 
the “ po lice actio n” thro ugh which 
we repelled the Co mmunist inv asio n 
o f a peaceful neighbo r. 
Yo st’s kno wledge o f recent his­ 
to ry is elsewhere faulty . Fo r ex am­ 
ple, he asserts that “ Israel and its 
Arab neighbo rs” hav e “ repeatedly 
refused to settle their disputes by 
peaceful means and hav e go ne to 
war sev eral times. Britain and 
France used fo rce against the po liti­ 
cal independence o f Egy pt in 195 6.” 
The unwary reader wo uld nev er 
kno w fro m this that Egy pt and her 
Arab allies hav e co nsistently re­ 
fused to nego tiate a peace with Isra­ 
el—hav e in fact ev en refused to sit 
do wn in the same ro o m with Israeli 
nego tiato rs. 
The same reader wo uld nev er 
kno w that Israel’s two v icto rio us ac­ 
tio ns against the Arabs w6 re 
launched in respo nse to belligerent 
mo v es by the Egy ptians. And it is 
sheer falsificatio n that Britain and 
France “ used fo rce against the po ­ 
litical independence o f Egy pt in 
195 6.” In fact, they used fo rce be­ 
cause Egy pt had seized the Suez Ca­ 
nal in v io latio n o f treaties lo ng in ef­ 
fect. To rely o n the United Natio ns in 
these cases wo uld hav e spelled dis­ 
aster fo r Israel and futility fo r the 
British and French. Fro m the start, 
the U.N. has been the pawn o f the 
So v iet blo c and the “ dev elo ping” 
co untries o f Africa. 
What makes the Yo st bo o k dis­ 
turbing is that his negativ e attitudes 
are prev alent in the State Depart­ 
ment. If there is tro uble in the Mid­ 
dle East, the Fo reign Serv ice auto ­ 
matically tilts in the directio n o f the 
Arabs. If the United States acts to 
pro tect its interests, o ur pro fessio n­ 
al diplo mats tend to feel bilio us. 
They were o utraged by o ur interv en­ 
tio n o n the Do minican Republic, 
ev en tho ugh it meant that a clo se 
neighbo r was spared a Co mmunist 
take-o v er. It’s o ne-sided by seldo m 
o n o ur side.

Senate lineup must be filled 
and there is a po ssibility that 
Hugh P. Sco tt might be chal­ 
lenged again fo r the to p jo b in 
the mino rity leadership. 
Leadership changes seemed 
less likely o n the majo rity side 
as Demo crats celebrated a 
margin widened fro m 10 to 14 
by Tuesday ’s electio n. 
Republicans were sho cked at 
the Demo cratic gains.

U.S. election results baffle world

v Foreign reaction to President

^nations around the world. As 
^for Communist nations, long 
sealed off from the democratic

most. 
The difference between the 
U.S. and parliamentary sys­ 
tems stands out in bold relief 
this year because only nine 
days before the Americans, 
their Canadian neighbors also 
went through a federal election. 
The results suggest, among 
other things, an unlikelihood 
that men ever w ill achieve the 
perfect democratic apparatus. 
One British newspaper com­ 
mented that the U.S. vote 
makes Nixon one of the most 
powerful presidents of the cen­ 


tury, with a virtual blank-check 
mandate. But that overlooked 
Nixon’s lack of control of the 
Congress. 
One fault of the 
parlia­ 
mentary system — illustrated 
in Canada — seems to have 
been that a prime minister 
could be enormously powerful. 
In relative terms he could be 
far more powerful than a U.S. 
president. 
The parliamentary system re­ 
quires popular voting for mem­ 
bers of the lower house of the 
national legislature. H ie party 
winning the most seats forms 


the government. Its leader in 
the House becomes prime min­ 
ister and he draws his cabinet 
from House members, who re­ 
main House members.

Bar b u sin ess lo u sy o n electio n d ay 


CHICAGO (AP)—Two well- 
g roomed elderly men entered a 
tav ern on the ner.r North Side, 
ordered martinis, and g av e 
each other an election Day 
toast. 
“We just wanted to g et the 
feeling of leg ally being serv ed 
in a bar on Election Day ,” they 
said, and left after one drink. 
For the first time in 101 
y ears Tuesday bars in Illinois 
lawfully could remain op en at 
the same time as the p olls. The 
state’s archaic blu e law of 
keep ing liquor corked on such 
occasions was rep ealed in Ju ne 


by the General Assembly . 
The law was p assed in 1871 
ap p arently to try to ensu re so­ 
berness in ballot casting and 
cut down on the trading of 
v otes for a beer and a coup le of 
shots. 
Many a p recinct 
cap tain 
coached and herded tip sy v o­ 
ters to the p olls (Hit of sp eak­ 
easies during Prohibition. When 
that era p assed, the Liquor 
Control Act of 1934 p ut the lid 
on sales during the hours of 6 
a.m. to 6 p m on election day s. 
This time when the saloons 
remained op en there was quite 


a chang e. In a sp ot check, only 
once was a p recinct cap tain 
found in a bar. And he was 
buy ing a drink for himself. 
A y oung man walked into a 
loung e in a northwestern su b­ 
urb. After looking around he 
announced, “I ju st v oted for 
the first time and want to cele­ 
brate. Drinks for the house.” 
Only one cu stomer was in the 
p lace. 
In another sp ot, two men g ot 
lit arg uing about McGov ern 
and Nix on. Forty -fiv e minutes 
before p olls closed, they stag - ? 
g ered out, arms around each 


other. 
“I’ll chang e to McGov ern if 
y ou’ll chang e to Nix on,” one of 
them said. “It’s a deal,” said 
the other. 


Most bartenders said busi­ 
ness was lousy . 
“I really don’t think many 
p eop le knew the bars were 
op en on Election Day ,” they 
said. “There certainly wasn’t 
much about it in the p ap ers be­ 
forehand.” 


Aneig hborhood saloon In fac­ 
tory district that usually does a 
g ood lu nch hou r bu siness 


turned the bu rners off. 
“I made a mistake by not 
telling my customers the bar 
would be op en,” said the own­ 
er 
“They didn’t realize it 
would. The crowd I g et for 
lunch wouldn’t come in if they 
couldn’t wash it down with 
beer. They all brown bag g ed it 
Election Day , I g u ess.” 


The only p lace where alcohol 
flowed as usual was on Skid 
Row. 


“Hell,” said a bartender 
there "They don’t ev en know 
this is Election Day .”

Bu reau 
of 
Identification is a div ision of 
the Illinois Dep artment of Law 
Enforcement.

The b u reau was created b y 
law in 1931, b u t b y 1960 the then 
Illinois Bu reau of Criminal 
Inv estigation and Identification 
did not do well when called 
u p on in the Starv ed Rock 
mu rders case. 
“Too many local and state 
agencies got inv olv ed in the 
case,” McAlv ey said, “and the 
ev idence wou nd u p hav ing to b e 
sent to the Michigan state 
crime lab for inv estigation. 
“A commission was ap ­ 
p ointed to stu dy the sy stem and 
make recommendations,” the 
su p erintendent said. 
“With the reorganization of 
the Illinois Dep artment of 
Pu b lic Safety into the Dep art­ 
ment of Law Enforcement b y 
Gov . Richard B. Ogilv ie, the 
word ’criminal’ was drop p ed 
from ou r name. We also were 
giv en the resp onsib ility of 
keep ing the records for the 


firearm owners identification, 
and we didn’t want these p eop le 
to b e alarmed at the term 
seemingly imp ly ing to them,” 
he said. 
‘Things ju st fell into p lace 
after 196 8 ,” McAlv ey ex ­ 
p lained. “Congress p assied the 
Safe Streets Act that y ear, thu s 
p rov iding fu nds which enab led 
Gov . Ogilv ie to create the 
Illinois 
Law Enforcement 
Agency Data Sy stem u nder the 
b u reau . 
“The fu nds were av ailab le to 
estab lish 
long-p rop osed 
satellite lab s throu ghou t the 
state, and the change of ad- 
ministation b rou ght a gov ernor 
who came from a law en­ 
forcement b ackgrou nd and who 
realized the need for su ch an 
ex p anded agency ,” McAlv ey 
said. 
Limited-serv ice satellite lab s 
are now located in Rockford, 
Rock Island, Pekin and DeSoto 
and p lans are b eing dev elop ed 
for lab s in Fairv iew Heights 
and Berkeley . 
Satellite lab s were formed to 
cu t down on the amou nt of man- 
hou rs sp ent in trav eling to and 
from the fu ll-serv ice lab s b y 
b oth law enforcement officers 
and b u reau p ersonnel when 
they were called u p on to testify 
in cou rt. 
The ex p anded b u reau today 
serv es 
954 law enforcement 
agencies in the state. The 
b u reau is div ided into a series 
of sections, inclu ding: records 
and identification in Joliet; 
criminal ju stice and informa­ 
tion in Sp ringfield; the firearm 
owners identification at Sp ring­ 
field; the two fu ll-serv ice 
lab oratories with the satellite 
lab s u nder them, and the p oly ­ 
grap h sections located at the 
lab oratories. 
“The Illinois Bu reau of 
Identification leads the nation 
in this field,” McAlv ey said. 
“We are more adv anced than 
New York or California. They 
do hav e comp arab le b u reau s;

“We lead all other states b e­ 
cau se we got off and got started 
on 
imp rov ements 
b efore 
any one else,” the su p erin­ 
tendent said. 
The b u reau ’s serv ices are 
av ailab le to any law en­ 
forcement agency in the state 
that wants to u se it. Twelv e 
crime scene technicians are 
each assigned a district in the 
state for which they are on call 
24 hou rs a day , sev en day s a 
week. 
“My crime scene technicians 
see more dead b odies in a y ear 
than the av erage law en­ 
forcement officer will see in 20 
y ears on the force,” McAlv ey 
said. 
“The most imp ortant p oint 
we try to imp ress on law en­ 
forcement officers throu ghou t 
the state is to seal off the scene 
of a crime u ntil a crime scene 
technician arriv es there,” he 
said. 
‘The crime lab does not 
inv estigate,” McAlv ey em­ 
p hasized. “We handle ev idence. 
“Last y ear the crime lab had 
7,600 cases assigned nu mb ers,” 
McAlv ey said. “In 1970 there 
were 5 ,5 00 cases with the fairly 
large increase in cases du e to 
b oth the op ening of satellite 


lab s 
and 
the 
increasing 
awareness of more and more 
p olice dep artments of the 
serv ice we offer.” 
“Ou r p ersonnel were called 
to testify 314 times in cou rt last 
y ear,” he said, “b u t b ecau se 
there may b e sev eral p eop le 
working on a major case, the ac­ 
tu al nu mb er of cases was 
p rob ab ly arou nd 25 0.” 
The b u reau hires p eop le with 
at least a b achelors degree in 
one of the p hy sical sciences to 
work in the state crime lab s. 
The two fu ll-serv ice lab s are

for 
chemical

microscop y in tool marks and 
firearms and for microscop y on

“It is a fu nny feeling the first 
time the p rosecu ting attorney 
calls y ou to the stand,” Jim 
Bald, 24 y ears old and a two- 
y ear “v eteran” criminalist 
with the b u reau , said. 
“The first thing the defense 
attorney generally asks in cross 


ex amination is, ‘who p ay s y ou r 
salary , Mr. Bald?’ I answer, 
The state.’ And then he say s, ‘I 
see. Then y ou ’re the state’s 
witness ’ 
“It’s tou gh,” Bald said. “You 
try to tell them that as a scien­ 
tist y ou r first resp onsib ility is 
to b e ob jectiv e as far as re­ 
search on the ev idence is 
concerned. We only stu dy what 
is there.” 
“And the words ‘cou ld hav e’ 
are freq u ently u sed in the 
criminologist’s testimony ,” 
McAlv ey p ointed ou t. 
The p rofessional staff of the 
crime lab is div ided into associ­ 
ated criminalists, criminalists 
and, 
finally , 
su p erv isory 
criminalists. 
The b u reau has grown from a 
zero-ap p rop riation when it was 
created in 1931, with men 
loaned to it from the Pontiac 
p enitentiary , to an ap p rop ri­ 
ation of $2.5 million for this 
y ear.

po ses. Do n’t neglect to u se 
' so me egg whites. They are an 
ex cellent so u rce o f pro teins. 
Yo u might ev en want to see if 
su perm arket’s diet sectio n 
Has so me pro tein po wder that 
y o u can u se a certain amo u nt o f 
each day . Lo o k at the labels to 
be su re that they list all o f the 
Sight essential amino acids. 
There are so me pro blems in 
cereals, inclu ding wheat and 
o ats. In fact, in animal stu dies 
; giv ing wheat and gelatin co m­ 
bined was eno u gh to pro v ide the 
animals with all the essential 
amino acids necessary to su s­ 
tain life. Gelatin is a go o d pro ­ 
tein so u rce altho u gh so me 
v egetarians wo u ldn’t like to u se 
it since it do es co me fro m ani­ 
mals. 
If y o u are ju st interested in 
eco no my y o u co uld co mpro ­ 
mise and hav e so me cheaper 
cu ts o f m eat two o r three times 
a week. Yo u co uld stretch them 
a little by u sing them in stews— 
meat with po tato es, carro ts, 
and o ther v egetables. 
Dear Dr. Lamb— What is the 
; pu rpo se o f a bo ne marro w test?

Dear Reader— A bo ne m ar­ 
ro w test co nsists o f sticking a 
large needle into the breast 
bo ne and su cking o ut so me o f 
the marro w tissu e.

Illinois closes in on 2nd season victory 


CHAMPAIGN, ni. (AP)— Rev iv ed Illinois, fresh from 
shattering a sev en-game losing streak, play s host Saturday 
to Indiana's Hoosiers reeling from three successiv e Big Ten 
football defeats. 
The mini last Saturday ex ploded for their season’s first 
v ictory with their largest scoring effort in six y ears by crush­ 
ing Northwestern 43-13 at Ev anson. 
Against Illinois' 1-4 conference record, Indiana limps 
into Memorial Stadium with a 2-3 league mark and an ev er- 
mounting quarterback problem. 
With v eteran quarterback Ted McNulty already shelv ed 
for the season, sophomore replacement Rod Harris is a ques­ 


tion mark after suffering a shoulder injury in last Saturday 's 
21-7 Hoosier loss to Michigan. 
Harris is ex pected to face the Dlini, but Hoosier coach 
J ohnny Pont observ ed “ We play ed a highly phy sical and 
emotional game against Michigan and y ou just don’t come 
back that quickly . 
The Indiana setback against nationally fourth-ranked 
Michigan was a much tougher battle than indicated by the 
score. The Hoosiers had matched the mighty Wolv erines at 7 - 
7 going into the final quarter before Michigan pulled it out 
with a pair of touchdowns. 
In dian a p ressu re cau sed six Michigan 
fumbles, three re­ 


cov ered by the Hoosiers. But Michigan benefitted by two In­ 
diana fumbles and a dropped center snap which set up two 
Wolv erine touchdowns. 
Dlini scout Walt Anderson reported: “ Indiana stopped 
Michigan pretty well. With sophomore Harris in there, In­ 
diana is still to be considered somewhat of a my stery team. 
The loss of McNulty has hurt their offense something like the 
loss of WeUs did to our team early in the y ear.'' 
Against Northwestern, the 6-foot-5 WeUs prov ed he had 
entirely shaken off effects of a split finger which had plagued 
him more than half the season. 
Wells sprinted 45 and 7 y ards for keeper touchdowns and

Kelly —his 6-5 , 
225 frame—sat on the sidelines during much 
of the first few games watching J eff Kopacz, 
J im Marsh and Tim Fane blow open holes in 
the opposition’s defensiv e line. 
But Marsh was hurt. And it was that injury 
that gav e Kelly a chance to prov e his worth. 
Since the injury , KeUy ’s been a starter, 
teaming with Kopacz at the two guard posi­ 
tions, sandwiching relativ ely small center 
Mickey Trader (only 6-0, 170 pounds). 
That combination has been working beau­ 
tifully , and now Kelly has earned the distinc­ 
tion of the team’s most improv ed lineman.

the football finale. “ Fane and Kopacz were 
ex pected to be strong— and hav e play ed to 
ex pectations— but Kelly came on strong mid­ 
way through the season." 
The quartet of “ big" play ers, Marsh, Kel­ 
ly , Fane and Kopacz, has put the Dukes near 
the top of the NCIC. While the running backs 
win the publicity , credit for carry ing 15 0 
y ards, and become the hero of ev ery sev enth 
and eight grade play er, the line steadily blows 
open the holes, almost forgotten in the Dukes’ 
6-2 season. 
It’s been a successful y ear for the Dukes, 
and it can finish ev en brighter, should the 
Dix on squad return home Friday night with a 
win ov er Moline, now 4-4 on the season. 
The win would giv e Dix on the best season 
since 1970, and probably registering as the 
NCIC’s biggest surprise. To be sure, the 
Dukes were rated as possible contenders but 
only in the ey es of Leffelman, a handful of 
play ers, and some story -seeking newspaper 
writers. 
Athletic director and football coach Harley 
Rollinger, on the other hand, has suffered 
through a poor season and ev en he admits the 
team should hav e finished near or at the top of 
its league. 
Rollinger, apparently a permanent fix ture 
in the Moline athletic department, will retire 
from the football post he has held more than 


20 y ears after the game Friday . 
“ There’s been no conv ersation about the 
retirement,” say s RoUinger, who will stay on 
as athletic director. “ It was understood be­ 
fore the season started that I’d retire after 
this y ear, and I doubt it wiU make any differ­ 
ence to the boy s or their play Friday night." 
Rollinger seems almost apologetic when 
speaking of his team, and although not com­ 
pletely unhappy with the squad, he admits the 
line is a weak point and, more specifically , 
the defensiv e line is “ less than adequate." 
Rollinger is also unsure about the play ing 
status of halfback Doug Kelly , a big 200-pound 
senior. The potential all-league candidate has 
been bothered by an ankle injury throughout 
the season, and he sat out a 14-13 loss to Dav ­ 
enport West, and a 37-35 loss to Dav enport 
Central. Apparently , Rollinger feels Kelly ’s 
absence had nothing to do with the losses— 
two of three straight defeats. 
“ We’re well balanced," say s the v eteran 
coach. “ We’ll throw about 15 times a game, or 
at least, that’s in our game plan. Kelly has an 
8 .0-y ards-per-carry av erage, and the other 
backs— Mike Griffin and Bob Stev ens— are 
nearly the same." 
Rollinger’s squad is smaller ov erall than 
Dix on, and the Dukes’ size concerns him as, 
of course, it does most coaches. 
“ Dix on runs up the middle, with the line­ 


men making the holes," say s Rollinger. “ I 
doubt Dix on wiU do any thing different or any ­ 
thing fancy . Dix on will run straight at us." 
And that’s probably in Leffelman’s game 
plan too. With Kelly , Marsh, Kopacz and 
Fane—the latter returning after a week’s 
lay off—Dix on’s backs wiM probably see holes 
big enough for 10-ton trucks.

The decision was a godsend 
for the WHA, which based its 
surv iv al strategy on luring es­ 
tablished stars for sky -high sal­ 
aries. The order was set to be­ 
come effectiv e upon pay ment 
by the WHA of a $2.5 million 
bond. 
So far, the new league has 
pretty much had to do without 
Hull, Sanderson and McKenzie. 
The 
NHL Chicago Black 
Hawks, who lost Hull to the 10- 
y ear, $2.7 5 million pact offered 
by the Winnipeg J ets, got a 
court order keeping him off the 
ice. 
Higginbotham’s decision re­ 
v erses that and allows play er - 
coach Hull to start seeing ac­ 
tion. The so-called “ Golden 


J et’’ was in uniform Wednes­ 
day night in the Winnipeg-Que- 
bec game. He picked up an as­ 
sist but Winnipeg lost 3-2.

Early blunders doomed McGovern campaign

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
George McGov ern’s qu est for 
the White Hou se was d oomed 
by the blu nd ers of its infancy , 
errors that all his campaigning 
cou ld nev er u nd o. 
To the end they plagu ed his 
cand id acy . And in the end they 
helped Presid ent Nix on attain 
one of history ’s great land ­ 
slid es. 
In part, 
the 
fatal flaws 
stemmed from what McGov ern 
had to d o -or thou ght he had to 
d o—to catch u p and win the 
Democratic nomination in the 
first place. 
Pu t two problems stand ou t 
abov e all the rest: 
—The 
ad mitted ly 
ill-con­ 
ceiv ed McGov ern proposal that 


ev ery American be giv en $1,000 
by the gov ernment. He d ropped 
it, bu t was nev er able to forget 
it. And the Repu blicans u sed it 
to help implant the notion that, 
if elected , McGov ern wou ld 
giv e away the money of the 
workingman to people who re­ 
fu se to work. 
—The case of Sen. Thomas F. 
Eaglet on, the v ice-presid ential 
nominee McGov ern d eposed - 
after promising him 1,000 per 
cent su pport d espite his tard y 
d isclosu re 
of 
past 
mental 
treatments. 
Those, and an assortment of 
other incid ents, statements and 
slipu ps, enabled Nix on’s forces 
to make McGov ern himself the 
central campaign issu e. 
That effectiv ely d enied him 
the trad itional offensiv e role of

the challenger, and shield ed 
Nix on from the necessity of any 
intensiv e personal campaigning 
to d efend his cond u ct in office. 
It was particu larly v alu able 
to a presid ent whose own cam­ 
paign organization had been 
implicated in the Ju ne 17 wire­ 
tapping of Democratic national 
head qu arters, and whose top 
White Hou se aid es had been ac­ 
cu sed of political sabotage and 
espionage. 
And it was particu larly fru s­ 
trating to McGov ern, stru ggling 
to take the attack, bu t alway s 
forced to d efend . Nothing net­ 
tled him more than the fact 
that his own cred ibility , once 
rated his greatest asset, was 
pu t in qu estion. 
It was the image of rad i­ 
calism on one hand and in­ 
d ecision on the other that ap­ 
peared the central McGov ern 
problem. 
In that situ ation, McGov ern 
stead ily escalated the tone and 
word ing of his attacks on Nix on 
and , in the process, aggrav ated 
the problem. He ov erstated his 
case, then had to d efend the 
ov erstatements. 
It was a campaign McGov ern 
began on Jan. 18, 1971, in d es­ 
perate need of ex posu re and at­ 
tention to propel him ou t of 
single figu res in the pu blic- 
opinion polls. At that point, no 
one cou ld foresee that Sen. Ed ­ 
mu nd S. Mu skie of Maine, then 
the towering fav orite for the 
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Democratic nomination, wou ld 
be toppled in the 1972 pri­ 
maries. 
For a y ear, McGov ern cam­ 
paigned almost u nnoticed . He 
went throu gh three press secre­ 
taries in search of someone 
who cou ld help him command 
national attention. 
That qu est, and the effort to 
shape an id entifiably d ifferent 
position 
among 
Democratic 
contend ers, helps accou nt for 
the 
error 
that 
hau nted 
McGov ern to election d ay : the 
$1,000-grant proposal. 
McGov ern u nv eiled it on Dec. 
23, 1971, say ing he wou ld d rop 
the welfare program and in­ 
stead giv e abou t $1,000 a y ear 
to ev ery one from “the poorest 
migrant workers to the Rock­ 
efellers.” The money was to be 
tax ed back from the relativ ely 
afflu ent. 
He offered no estimate of the 
cost. 
As with his other proposals of 
those early d ay s, it went al­ 
most 
u npoticed —to 
emerge 
months lkter as a major issu e 
and a major problem. 
That came d u ring the Califor­ 
nia presid ential-primary cam­ 
paign, when McGov ern d e­ 
feated Sen. Hu bert H. Hu mph­ 
rey of Minnesota in the contest 
that clinched his spot atop the 
Democratic ticket. 
Hu mphrey hammered at the 
issu e, called McGov ern “the 
hand ou t cand id ate,” accu sed 
him of play ing “the politics of 
d eception.” 
Nix on’s Repu blicans 
were 
carefu lly taking notes. 
On Au g. 29, in a Wall Street 
speech, McGov ern d ropped the 
income-grant plan in fav or of a 
fed erally financed welfare sy s­ 
tem to prov id e abou t $4,000 a 
y ear to a need y family of fou r. 
Again and again, he said it 
wou ld giv e nothing to any bod y 
able to work. 
Bu t the old proposal, and the 
impression 
it 
left, 
nev er 
stopped hau nting his campaign. 
The Eagleton case really be­ 
gan with a qu estion, pu t, by the 
Missou ri senator’s accou nt, by 
Frank 
Mankiewicz, 
a 
top 
McGov ern aid e: “Tom, d o y ou 
hav e any skeletons rattling 
arou nd in y ou r closet?” 
Eagleton said no, and hou rs 
later, on Ju ly 13, he was d u ly 
nominated to ru n for v ice presi­ 
d ent with McGov ern. 
Then, on Ju ly 25, the ru nning- 
mates appeared together in 
Cu ster, S.D., Eagleton to an­ 
nou nce that he had three times 
been hospitalized for nerv ou s 
ex hau stion and fatigu e, and 
twice had u nd ergone electric- 
shock treatments. 
“I am 1,000 per cent for Tom 
Eagleton and I hav e no in­ 
tention of d ropping him from 
the ticket,” McGov ern said . 
Bu t six d ay s later, he d id ju st 
that, say ing that Eagleton’s 


med ical history wou ld other­ 
wise come to d ominate the 
campaign. 
Long afterward s, McGov ern 
said he believ ed “the Eagleton 
thing” was at the root of what 
had then become his cred ibility 
problem. “I’v e tried to ex plain 
to people that a political lead er 
who won’t change his mind is 
really a menace rather than a 
lead er. 
“Bu t I think that was the rea­ 
son,” he said . 
McGov ern acknowled ged , too, 
that he was hu rt by the bitter­ 
ness of the primaries, particu ­ 
larly the Hu mphrey attacks in 
California. 
With Eagleton off the ticket, 
McGov ern embarked on what 
cou ld only be d amaging, semi­ 
pu blic qu est for a replacement. 
Only when he came to a cand i­ 
d ate with no constitu ency of his 
own, 
Sargent 
Shriv er, 
d id 
McGov ern find a new partner. 
The 
Democratic 
National 
Committee nominated Shriv er 
on Au g. 8. 
Bu t what was d esigned to be 
a six -week Democratic head - 
start on the campaign became, 
instead , a time of d isarray . 
Amid the Eagleton case and its 
aftermath, the flow of cam­ 
pai gn 
d ona t i ons —ne v e r 
enou gh—d iminished 
to 
a 
trickle. 
The 
polls 
showed 
McGov ern losing grou nd to Nix ­ 
on. 
There were organizational 
problems 
Starting from nowhere in his 
d riv e 
for 
the 
nomination, 
McGov ern had of necessity pu t 
together his own organization 
in the primaries, u su ally ru n­ 
ning head on into the opposition 
of the party establishment. 
That, too, left its scars, no­ 
tably in Chicago, whose May or 
Richard J. Daley was d enied a 
seat in the conv ention that 
nominated McGov ern. While 
Daley came arou nd , some in 
his organization 
nev er 
ap­ 
peared to be wholehearted ly be­ 
hind McGov ern. 


There were the highly pu bli­ 
cized d efections of Democrats 
for Nix on, notably that of John 
B. Connally , Nix on’s former 
secretary of the Treasu ry . 
“ Good 
rid d ance,” 
said 
McGov ern. “We d id n’t kick 
Connally ou t, he left.” 
Bu t there was ev id ence that a 
good many other Democrats 
were leav ing, too, concerned , 
Connally 
said , 
abou t 
McGov ern’s proposed d efense 
postu re; the nominee ad v ocated 
cu ts of some $30 billion in d e­ 
fense spend ing ov er a three- 
y ear period . 
McGov ern had presented a 
d etailed d efense-spend ing blu e­ 
print, a d ocu ment that had the 
v irtu e of telling the v oters pre­ 
cisely what he proposed to d o. 
Bu t it had the political d raw­ 
back of permitting the Repu bli­ 
cans to assert that it wou ld cost 
jobs, and to chu rn ou t figu res 
abou t where, and how many . 
McGov ern remained a cand i­ 
d ate in search of a theme that 
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wou ld grab the American v oter. 
He nev er fou nd it. 
He said he was especially 
pu zzled as to why the Water­ 
gate sabotage charges d id n’t 
take hold . He called Nix on’s the 
most corru pt, wastefu l and 
reckless ad m inistration in 
American history . 
What it got him, in his own 
campaign telev ision appear­ 
ances, with v oters telephoning 
their qu estions, was the su gges­ 
tion that he was mu d -slinging, 
that he changed his mind re­ 
peated ly . 
In the primaries, McGov ern

had u sed max imu m organ­ 
ization, d oor-to-d oor canv ass­ 
ing, and emphasis on positions 
specifically d esigned to appeal 
to the left sid e of the party , to 
come from behind and win. It 
worked : He captu red 10 of 23 
presid ential primaries. 
Early 
in 
the 
campaign, 
McGov ern said he had to reach 
ou t, broad en his constitu ency 
withou t compromising his prin­ 
ciples. 
“I can’t win with the 30 per 
cent of the people who gav e me 
the nomination,” he said . 
He was right. 
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
